Removal of Dump Duties Will 
Cheapen Commodities, 
Wholesalers Believe „ 

Food prices in Victoria will go 
down when the trade treaty between 
the United States and Canada ^* 
signed, it la predicted. 

Speculating on the effect of the 
remoral of dump duties, they pointed 
out three varied from \ of a cent to 
5% cents a pound on practically all 
produce, and virtually prohibited Im¬ 
ports of these commodities 
On some prodrlbo thqa are dump 
duties which are effectlveall the year 
round. Hardly any apples have been 
brought in from the United States 
sinoe the extra duty of i cent a 
pound was Imposed. 

Asparagus carries a dump duty of 
ft Vi cents a pound effective all the 
year around, and onions are taxed 
•15 a ton. 

Other commodiea which carry sea¬ 
sonal dump dutte* are; Cabbage. 2Vi 
cents a pound from June 10 to Feb¬ 
ruary 15: cantaloupwF and melon* 
(Including honeydews, honey ball* 
and casabas) 4 cents a pound from 
July 12 to the end of October. 

Celery, l cent a pound from June 
16 to the end of February; cherries 
6 cents a pound fiom June 20 to the 
JMMU-Of .Aug u st;. .isttuaa. j «a*u 
pound from May to October, and 
strawberries. 2 cento a pound from 
May to July. 

Beside the dump dutlee these com¬ 
modities carry general tariffs and 
duties which vary from Atuee-ftftfce «f 
a pound to 3 cents a pound

Bit qualifications for efficient 
hospital* were outlined by Dr.

The luncheon was tendered the 
delegates by the Jubilee board of 
directors and Hugh Allan, presided, 
extending a welcome on behalf of his 
fellow directors on the board. 

Hospitals to-day were devisible Into 
six class** on a quality basis. Dr. 
MacEachern said. First were the 
commercial hospitals, or "Joints" as 
the doctor described them. They were 
state or county Institutions operated 
for profit, but were fast disappearing 
because they were ceasing to show 
dividends. These Institutions pre¬ 
tended to give proper care to muni- 
cplal and relief cases at a cost of 07 
cent# * day. while In any properly 
fitted hospital this coat ranged from 
03 50 to 04 £0 a day. he said. 

These county hospitals had becoma 
overcrowded with the result that the 
chanty cases in the voluntary or more 
efficient hospitals had Increased from' 
2 per cent In 1000 to 48 per cent. Dr 
MacEachern said. 

STAGNANT HO SPIT ALB 
The second type were the stagnant 
hospitals—Institutions which wem 
non-progressive and had no desire to 
advance. These, he ealdrtook no part 
in the general welfare of the .com¬ 
munity in respect of Improving 
health standards. 

Third were the ralnulmum hospit¬ 
als. those that "Just get by" at a 
minimum coat and were Just within 
the boundaries of approved Institu¬ 
tions. Fourth were the mediocre hos¬ 
pital* which he described as "not so 
good and not so bad." 

The progressive and eminent types 
of hospitals were the fifth and sixth 
types and Into these classifications 
fell leadlhg hospitals of the contin¬ 
ent. There were 113 of these In Can¬ 
ada and United States, and It was 
planned to place in them thousands 
of the waiting young surgeons who 
are seeking practical employment. 

"The distinction of your hoepita. 
will be known by the care you render 
your patients and. this care depends 
on the type of service you render 
them.'* Dr. MacEachern said.

CREDIT QUESTION 

Mr. Dodds, general manager of the 
Bank of Montreal, said the scheme 
for nationalisation waa "largely baaed 
on Che specious theory that money 
dapoalted In the banka la public 
credit, created by the community at 
large, on which th* ahlftlea* aa well 
as the thrifty should oe entitled to 
draw at will. 

"That is the.veriest nonsense. Every 
sane-minded person realises the 
credit dispensed by the banks la 
based on the capital supplied by 
shareholders, their restricted note 
issues and their depositor*' fund*," 
he said. “Member* of a community 
have no right to bank credit merely 
because they are members of that 
community. There oan be no Inher¬ 
ent right to bank credit, for the 
banka, necessarily responsible to their i 
own creditor*, can land only where j 
they consider repayment la well aa -1 
sured. They must refuse to lend In | 
all other cases. " 

There was no need, said Mr. Dodds, 
to review fully what he described as 
tlie dangers of political management 
of banking.

“One after another of those fellows 
began charging the bogt, and kept at 
it for about an hour;*** be said. “As 
soon aa they got close to us they 
dived under. Several time I could 
have touched them with an oar. Quite 
often their backs Just scraped our keel 
aa they went underneath. They were 
going so fast, that when they came 
up on the other aide and turned to 
come at us again, they skidded right 
over on their aides. Several times 
their tails came within a foot of 
smashing the boat. What with their 
splashing and blowing they pretty 
near drowned us. 

“They were coming closer each time 
they charged, and X knew that It 
would only be a matter of time before 
they would atrlke the boat. I decided 
to cut the cable, and we got up to 
the bow. Right then It waa about 
eight Inches above water level. 

“We gripped the cable to pull ft 
around the side to get at It to cut It, 
when we felt something slide off. and 
the bow came up with a Jerk. The 
five whales charged once or twice 
more, and then disappeared. It was 
the toughest spot I was ever In In all 
my thirty years* fishing.” 

A seventh whale much larger than i 
the others appeared farther from the 
boat, but did not Join In the attack. I 
said Dsley. 


New York. Nov. 14.—Two mem¬ 
bers of the American delegation 
to the Marine Conference sailed 
from here last week aboard the 
United States liner Manhattan.

These are the 
regulation of working hours and 
holiday pay for seamen, protection of 
seamen in caeea of sickness, promotion 
of seamen's welfare In port, and mini¬ 
mum requirements In manning of 
ships and the professional fitness of 
deck and engineering officers. 


Ottawa. Nov. 14 —Steps to equalise 
charges in Canadian porta ao as to 
limit rivalry to one of efficiency 
rather than the cutting of rates waa 
under consideration, it waa learned 
yesterday. Particular attention waa 
being focussed on the proposal In the 
personal survey of harbor commission 
offices being conducted by the new 
central board of departmental ex¬ 
perts, It waa stated. 

While complete standardisation of 
rates may be unfeasible by reason of 
different customs and practices at 
the various ocean porta, the sugges¬ 
tion la that port dues st least, as dis¬ 
tinct from service chargee, should 
apply equally .In Canadian harbors. 
The step Is being discussed as applic¬ 
able to the harbors of Montreal, Que¬ 
bec, Chicoutimi, Three Rivera. Hali¬ 
fax, St. 'John and Vancouver, which 
come under the central Board’s con¬ 
trol. j 

Another proposal under considera¬ 
tion, it waa stated, would limit the 
life of future leasee to private Indi¬ 
viduals for use of wharves, sheds or 
handling facilities within Canadian 
harbors to ten years, with an option 
for renewal. In cases where a very 
extensive plant was to be erected by 
the tenant, though, there probably 
would be some latitude. The view 
has been put forward that In certain 
porta terms of leases have been of 
such m length as to Impede harbor 
development.

Bodies of two of the disaster s four 
victims were brought here by the 
destroyer. Practically all the survivors 
ware suffering from exposure or 
minor Injuries and two crew members 
who contracted pneumonia were 
rushed to hospitals. 

The ve s se l, carrying five passen¬ 
gers and a crew of forty-nine, crashed 
while an route here from San Fran¬ 
cisco, and It was not until yesterday 
that all survivors were rescued by 
rafts, either from the wreckage or the ] 
rocks to which they clung for four 
days.
